WASTE OF CAPITAL. 


The report of the Committee on 
thá Provision of Financial Facilities 
for Trade after the War, which 
was appointed by the Chancellor of 
ithe Exchequer and the Minister of 
Reconstruction just over a year ago, 
is now issued by the Ministry of Ke- 
jconstruction. The Committee, of 
which Sir Rd, Vassar-Smith was 
chairman, express the emphatic 
opinion that the primary factor in re- 
pairing the wastage of capital caused 
iby the war lies mainly in inereased 
| production and actual saving. It is 
pointed out by the Committee that 
the ability of industry to cope with 
the unusual financial problems during 
the reconstruction period will be most 

mited in the case of entirely new 

rms, which have come into existence 
owing to the demand for war ma- 


terial. It has been urged on the Com- | 


mittee that every inducement should 
| be given them to continue in business 
even to the extent, if necessary, of 

ranting State finaneial assistance. 

he Committee express the opinion 
that it might be regarded as unjust 
to enable such firms, by means of 
State aid, to compete with old-estab- 
lished firms in the same industries, 
and also that it would be very diff. 
cult, if not impossible, to guard 
against wastefulness and ineficient 
management. The solution in these 
cases appears to them to lie in the 
establishment of new industries, the 
capital for which should be furnished 
by the inventor or by the individual 
pàrtners in the business. 

Rationing Raw Material . 

The Committee further point out 
that it would be of great assistance to 
manufacturers in making plans for 
the future, if the future policy of the 
Gcyernment were made known as 
early as possible in regard to: 

(a) Fiscal policy. 

(b) Rationing, of raw materials, 

(c) The break clause in connection with 
the termination of munition contracts. 

(d) The disposal of national factories 
and surplus stores.

Cessation of Borrowing. 

As to the position after the war, the 
Committee express the opinion that 
it is essential for the reconstruction 
of industry and commerce to impose 
restrictions as soon as possible upon 
the creation of additional credit by 
the restoration of en effective gold 
standard. The Committee accord- 
ingly recommend the cessation of 
State borrowing as early as possible 
all available money being. required 
for the financing of commerce and in- 
dustry It is also recommended, with 
a view to the gradual reduction of 
credit inflation, arising from the enor- 
mous volume of short-dated Govern-.

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PAST AND PRESENT. 


The greatest Empire and the 
greatest Republic that the world 
has seen have been brought into 
the closest juxtaposition by the 
visit of President Wilson, and the 
average man would, perhaps, be 
rather put to it to define the differ- 
ence between the two except in mat- 
ters more or less superficial. ~ Of 
the two nations we have moved 
farther than America since the war 
of Independence. We, indeed, have 
been fighting a war of independence 
ever since, and have so far won it 
that the people of this country are 
not a bit less free than those of the 
United States: here, as there, the 
people are paramount. True, we 
still have our monarchy; but that 
monarchy is an institution very dif- 
ferent from what it was when 
George ELI. was King, and no man 
is better aware of this than Presi- 
dent Wilson. In the words of the 
President the American people are 
joined with the British people in 
the greatest adventure known to 
history—the suppression of the 
enemy of civilisation—and it would 
be lamentable indeed if the two 
peoples did not, in the course of 
that adventure, come to know and 
appreciate each other better than 
they have done in the past. None 
would be quicker to realise the 
meaning of the great reception ac- 
corded to him in this country than 
the President himself. He comes 
here as the representative of a great 
people allied by all kinds of human 
ties to ourselves, speaking the same 
tongue, animated by the same pas- 
sionate love of liberty, actuated by 
the same generous instincts towards 
other nationalities, Like America, 
we envy no people their legitimate 
place in the sun, while denying the 
right of any to monopolise it. The 
best guarantee for the peace and 
prosperity of the world lies in the 
amicable relations subsisting be- 
tween ourselves and the American 
people, and if we do not always see 
eyeto eyein points of detail—which 
is hardly possible, humanly speak- 
ing—there is no apparent reason 
why there should be any difference 
on the broad lines of international 
policy. The great point of differ- 
ence between us and America is one 
imposed by Nature; we are an is- 
land population, depending very 
largely upon the outside world for 
supplies, even for the necessaries of 
life; while America is practically a 
self-supplying Continent, largely 
independent of the world outside 
her borders. This is a difference 
which we can never afford to lose 
sight of—our existence is involved 
in it. Come what may, we must 
keep the seas open; but we do not 
desire to close them to others. We 
are in no sense opposed to Presi- 
dent Wilson's idea of a League of 
Nations; indeed, we welcome it 
heartily if it can be reduced to 
practice, for war is an abomination 
which we would fain see abolished. 
| The idea may not be new, but it is 
good, and the best promise of its 
ultimate realisation lies in the 
friendly co-operation of the great 
English-speaking peoples.

CANADIANS’ GRATUITIES, 

The Canadian Government has de- 
cided to increase the discharge gra-| 
tuities to men with naval and mili- 
tary crosses of the Canadian Overseas 
Service.

STANDARD DWELLINGS 
FOR WORKERS. 


In order to secure good housing, the 
number of houses to the acre should 
be limited. Economy is chiefly to be 
sought in the selection of the type of 
house and in the form of construc- 
tion, though to some extent the cost 
may be affected by the by-laws of the 
local authorities; but the Local Gov- 
drawn their at- 
tention to the need of amending by- 
laws, and it is understood that those 
now in force are to be annulled and 
new by-laws substituted. Standardi- 
sation is desirable within reasonable 
limits as a method of reducing cost, 
and the committee suggest that the 
same plan can be adopted for a large 
number of houses, and also in regard 
to internal fittings. 

One-Storey Houses. 

The adoption of one-storey houses 
would avoid the necessity of stair- 
cases, and would lead to the savin 
wood in the stairs, joisting, and 
boarding to the first floor. ‘The ad-

THE TRANSFORMATION 
SCENE. 

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE IN THE 
BOXING WORLD DURING THE PAST 
YEAR. 

In writing a retropect of the happen- 
ings and events in the boxing world dur- 
ing the past 12 months, I do so unfet- 
jtered by certain misgivings for the 
| future, for with peace in the offing there 
!is every reason to look forward to a most 
i wonderful career for the noble art How 
i popular the sport has become.I need only 
| refer to the recent tournament at the Al- 
| bert Hall, and if this can be done at the 
' fringe of a great war, what are the possi- 
| bilities when the times are normal? And 
jit. is not so long ago when boxing was 
,considered the Ishmael of sports, so to 
| speak. There was ihe day, or rather 
!'night, when one spoke of scrapping in 
{hushed voice. That was the period when 
iit was an unforgiveable sin to frequent 
i| “ the slaughter houses," as the sparring 
'dens were sometimes called. But what a 
metamorphosis from then to now. Defy- 
Ming the slings and arrows of outrageous 
fortune boxing has outlived the. past 
perilous 4 years, till now we find it likea 
giant refreshed, ready and capable of de- 
fending itself against any attacks. Day in 
and day out during the past year contests 
have been fought by our ‘‘ boys”’ in every 
| part of the globe where duty called. 
rance, Belgium, Italy, South Africa, 
India, Egypt, and the Holy Land have 
been the scenes of many a thrilling bout 
with the gloves. . Even our prisoners of 
| war have practised the art and I recall 
| the fact that Tom Sullivan, the oarsman, 
acted as referee at one of these cribbed, 
cabined and confined conflicts.

A remarkable German tribute to a 
British merchant captain is paid by 
Capt. Neiger, of the German raider 
Wolf, in his report on his voyage. 
He says: ' One admirable prisoner 
was Capt. John B. Rugg, skipper of 
the sailing ship Dee. ‘The loss of his 
skip struck deep iuto his heart. 
Deeply bowed, he stood at our rail as 
the Dee sank. He had teken off his 
hat as if he stood at the grave of a 
relative, and wept. We did not dis- 
turb him. We could only too well 
understand his grief. He lived on a 
patriarchal -feeling with the crew, 
mostly blacks from Mauritius, They 
came to him with all their troubles, 
great and small. For himself, he 
never asked anything, but only for his 
crew. . . . As he watched his vessel 
beginning her death struggle, he 
seemed unconscious that one tear 
after another rolled from, his eyes. 
He had sailed his ship for many 
years, and could hardly contain him- 
self. Soon the Dee took a plunge and 
sank.” Capt. Rugg has been at sea 
for 50 years, 34 of them as a master 
mariner, and the Dea is the only ship 
he has lost. He has now returned to 
his home at Forest Gate from a Ger- 
man prison camp.
